Whenever Ram. Bux walks forth into his ' 


native city his nose ia at once saluted with

the primitive system of disposing of sew- 
age. Perhaps, some fastidious person may 
think that we, too, may enjoy the same 
equivocal advantage without traveling so 
far as Calcutta or Benares. _ A very: fine col- 
lection of town refuse in ite raw state may 
be inspected any day in the lower parts of 
New-York, and weather such as we have 
lately been experiencing brings out the full 
flavor of the aromatic heap. But in theory 
we do get rid of our sewage. New-York is 
described by travelers, and occasionally by 
ourselves, ad a City peasessing a system of 
drainage. Few would suspect it on a hot 


day, but there are really sewers running un- } 


der our streets, and they were expressly in- 
tended to carry off filth. Now Ram Bux never 
troubles ltimsel# about sewers. There is 4 
trench running down the street, and in that 
he and his countrymen deposit anything 
which they happen to ‘have no further usé 
for.

It would be a great deal if we 
only saved our beautiful sewers from be- 
coming polluted with the refuse of a million 
or two of human beings. Some people would 
consider it a still greater boon if they could 
clear themselves once for all of charges for 
cleansing the City. But besides this; we 
should * make monéy by selling sewage to 
farmers, weshould have richer crops, and our 
land would be more. kindly and generous to 
us... Surely all this constitutes. an end 
worth. the attention -of a: practical 
people. Even England will bé° “utiliz- 
ing” her’ sewage some day. At present 
she is engaged in inflicting enormous 
taxes for the completion of a drainage. sys- 
tem which it is now ascertained must. bea 
costly failure. We have immense advan- 
tages over London. The configuration of 
this city ought to render perfect drainage 
easy. We must lead England in the matter, 
the French have got, ahead of. us, 
It aecendal to perseyere in an exploded

agreement with the Cuban patriots, whereby 
the latter were promised the supportof the 


| future revolutionary Spanish Government in 


the Cuban movement for independence, in 
consideration of a bonus of a, million and a 
half dollars, which sundry Cubans generous- 
ly advanced to Pam, SzmRranod and Torers, 
towiird the éxpenses of the projected coup 
@éat. The “mission” now imputed to Colo- 
nel Macias consists, therefore, in this view, 
in furnishing a reminder to the Spanish Pro- 
visional Government of its alleged promises 
and obligations, and a suggestion that the 
time has now come to discharge them.
